The comfort o( a supply of apples 
the year around depends as much upon 
the keeping as the growing of them. 

The average house cellar is not the 
best place in which to store them, put 
attention to cleanliness, ventilation 
and temperature, guided by a ther- 
mometer, will make it a fair success. 

Temperature is the strong point, and 

the nearer and more uniformly the air 

of any room in which apples are stor- 
ed can be kept to the I point, 
hut always above it, the longer and 
belter they will keep. Carefully 
picked and assorted apples, packed in 
or barrels in almost any fine, dry 
material that will aid in keeping them 
ml the temperature above them 
uniform may lie kept in any eoveniec.t 
outhouse, or even the barn, 
with three or four feet of hay. straw. 
Leave*, chaff Or other like material to 
keep the frost from reaching, them. 
All the better if they can stand upon 
the ground, which will aid in maintain- 
-I unchanging temperature. To 
who have heretofore kept their 
apples in bins or on shelves in the 
house cellar without satisfactm ] 
COBS, V •< the follow ing experi- 
ments. Select hi "I, sound 
apples from thi' shelf or exposed mass, 
wrap each in paper and replace them. 
Count out lifly more, the same in 
condition, .'Hid place them aside ex- 
posed.

He died on the -2'Mh of 
April, 1850, at San Joachim, the fron- 
tier port of Hrazil, on the Rio Bi 
He gives the following account in his 
report. "I heard some muttered 
suspicions that the poor man had pos- 
sibly met with foul play, if not in 
relation to his death, at hsa 
relation to his property ; and under 
standing that the soldier, in whose 
house he died, was then in prison at 
Harra, I directed a oommunoiation to 
the President requesting an ii. 
with this soldier. His Ej 
did not think proper to grant that, 
but sent for the soldier, and him 

mined him. He then replied to 

immunication, that he could find 
nothing suspicions in the matter of 
Mr. Baker's death, but enough in 
regard to his property to induce him 
to send for the commandant of the 
port of San Joachim, and bring the
